When the 
neighbours heard of the occur¬ 
rence they immediately gathered 
and built the new barn. 


Overcoming the serious diffi- 
cultes imposed by the dry weat¬ 
her during the summer, the child¬ 
ren competing in the Merton 
Stehool Fair put a splendid dis¬ 
play of garden products, grains 
and forage. Bad weather on the 
day set for the fair forced a post¬ 
ponement, and the weatheir on 
the final day was cold and windy 
but it did not dampen the enthu¬ 
siasm of the young people and 
the fdir was well attended. Pro¬ 
bably no previous fair was so in¬ 
teresting and instructive. Much 
satisfaction was expressed for 
work of the judges, and a total 
of over sixteen hundred exhibits 
kept tre six judges quite busy. 

A great deal of interest was 
added to the fair by the short ad¬ 
dresses given by the judges, ex¬ 
plaining the why and wherefore 
of their judgements. This was 
much appreciated, particularly in 
the case of vegetables and grains 
Mrs Deachman. who judged tre 
cooking, is an expert in poultry- 
raising and very kindly took over 
the judging of that line also, be¬ 
sides giving a splendid lecture on 
falsing, a in 1 selecting poultry. 

Probably the keenest interest 
w!as taken in the work of Mr. 
Newcomb, live stock judge; and 
in the inter-school stock judging 
competition.

“Whenever a householder as¬ 
certains or has reason to suspect 
that a person within his family or 
household is infected with any of 
the folloAving notifiable diseases, 
namely: 

Smallpox; chickenpox; dip 
theria; scarlet fe'ver; typhoid 
fever; measles; German measles 
whoioping cough ; mumps; puer¬ 


peral fever; ophthalmia neona¬ 
torum; pulmonary tuberculosis; 
glanders; cholera; erysiplas; an¬ 
thrax ; bubonic plague; rabies 
(which produces the disease in 
man named hydrophobia); polio¬ 
myelitis (infantile-paralysis); or 
cerebro-spinal meningitis; 

He shall within twelve hours 
give notice in writing as follows: 

(a) In cities, towns, villages or 
rural municipalities, to the local 
board.. .. 

(b) In districts organizzed 
under The Local Improvement 
Act. to the Provincial board.”

BUYING POWER 

IS $100,000,000 GREATER 

FOR THIS YEAR 

The Financial Post estimates that 
th? total net revenue from all 
branches of production in Canada dur 
ing 1924 will exceed that of 1923 by- 
more than $100,000,000—assuming the 
continuation of the present rate of ex¬ 
pansion in certain branches of pro¬ 
duction, and the maintenance of the 
present level of prices of primary pro¬ 
ducts 

The above estunate which is based 
on output figures in all departments 
during the current year to date, in 
comparison with that of previous 
yeais takes account of the decline in 
certain branches of production and the 
increase in others, as well as the 
change in price levels. 

According to figures complied by 
the Bureau of Statistics, f„rm product 
netted $1,253 000,000 last year. The 
current decline in the yield of the 
grain crops ic more than balanced by 
the general rise in price levels and the 
increase in livestock salts, so that, in 
:il net increase. The revenue from 


forestry will be somewhat higher than 
that of last year. Income from the 
fisheries will be in the neighborhood 
of $60,000,000 in comparison with $4- 
2.000,000 last year, assuming tire con¬ 
tinuation of this year the present rate 
of incicase. Mining output rose 20 per 
cant, during the first half of the year. 
A continuation of this rate of increase 
during the second half, wnich is in¬ 
dicated, would bring the to.al for the 
year close so $260,000,000. In Hydro¬ 
electric development :.ere has been a 
marginal increase. On the other hand 
thw volume of building as well as that 
of manufactui ing has declined mater¬ 
ially during the year. The aggregate 
of all these vadous departments totals 
is $3,400,000,000 as against $3,292,768,- 
durir.g 1923.
